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Niagara farmers debate Greenbelt Plan 


Farmers feel like they are 
“greenbelt hostages," a town 
hall meeting to collect feed¬ 
back on land-use policies 
heard Wednesday night. 

The meeting was one of 16 
planned to gather public 
information as the province 
reviews the Growth Plan for 
the Greater Golden 
Horseshoe, the Niagara 
Escarpment Plan, the Oak 


Conservation Plan and the 
Greenbelt Plan. 

In a room of approximate¬ 
ly 300 people at the Holiday 
Inn on Ontario St. in St. 
Catharines, a show of hands 
revealed about half the 
attendees to be farmers who 
have issues with the 
Greenbelt Plan which, they 
say, was foisted on them by 
people with little knowledge 
of specialty crop fanning in 
Niagara. 

The province implanted 


the Greenbelt Plan in 2005 to 
curb urban sprawl and pro¬ 
tect environmentally sensi¬ 
tive and agricultural lands in 
a swath that covers 1.8 mil¬ 
lion acres, reaching as far 
north as Tobermory and 
stretching 325 kilometres 
from Rice Lake to the Niagara 

Areas of dissatisfaction 
expressed by Niagara’s green¬ 
belt farmers include legisla¬ 
tion limiting land severances 
to those who leave remnant 
parcels no smaller than 40 


acres, and restrictions placed 
on private property that have 
the goal of environmental 
protection. 

An open house, where 
greenbelt stakeholders could 
collect literature about land- 
use reviews and ask ques¬ 
tions of provincial staff, was 
followed by table discussions 
on tprotecting agricultural 
land, water and natural 
areas; building communities 
that attract workers and cre¬ 
ate jobs; keeping people and 
goods moving, and building 
cost-effective 
infrastructure; fos¬

tering healthy, 
inclusive communities;

Summaries from each 
town hall meeting will be 
forwarded to an advisory 
panel assembled by the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs 
and Housing.

alderman Austin

They’re also holding their 
concert on a Monday evening, 
when there are no Shaw Festival 
performances, which could free 
up some parking, he said. 

And while the date wasn't 
chosen for that reason - limited 
availability for the band was the 
determining factor - it helped to 
make the decision to hold the 
concert in NOTL, said Grant. 

But the main reason for the 
choice, he said, once all the 
other details could be worked 
out, “is the park is beautiful.

“They have huge plans. It’s 
been the biggest focus of the 
organizers themselves,” said 
Thomson.

“They said if they couldn't 
make parking work, they 
wouldn’t do it.” 

She agrees that shuttles are 
not the perfect solution, and 
reducing the reliance on them 
seems positive. Instead, by hav¬ 
ing parking on-site and a traffic 
flow worked out, “they're put¬ 
ting the emphasis on getting 
people out of town quickly. It 
seems like a very good plan.” 

Live Nation, says Thomson, 
has a very good track record of 
how to provide a positive experi¬ 
ence in small towns, and the 
company contracted to work on 
the logistics of this concert was 
also involved in the two previ¬ 
ous events, “so they know the lay 
of the land, literally.”

Beer in grocery stores and a majority 
sell-off of its power grid: Is that an ankle 
Ontario is showing, as it hikes one of its 
last Victorian skirts?

That was the case when Rae’s New 
Democrats, in hock up to their eyeballs 
in a grim recession, embraced casino 
gambling.

And in true Ontario 
fashion, a new “beer ombudsman” will 
police the heady new suds-retailing 
landscape.

The biggest change in Ontario’s booze 
business since the Prohibition era. 

The biggest jolt to the electricity 
system since Mike Harris’s Tories 
broke up Ontario Hydro into separate 
power-generating and transmission 
companies. 

As shakeups go last Thursday's 
double-whammy is as breathtaking 
as it gets. As big as Blackjack Bob 
Rae plunging Ontario into casino 
gambling in the early 1990s. Bigger than 
Highwayman Harris selling off the 407 
expressway for $3.1 billion. 

Politically, it’s a masterstroke. Who 
doesn’t like the idea of busting the near¬ 
monopoly the Beer Store - owned by 
foreign brewing giants — has held in 
Ontario? And, do we really care who 
owns the power lines, as long as they 
work when we turn the lights on? 

But before you go thinking a new 
wave of liberal progress has washed 
over Upper Canada, think again. 

Ontario seldom unlaces its petticoats 
unless someone is jangling a litde silver. 

It’s in the province’s DNA, no matter 


The Harris-led Tories also had a 
powerful incentive - a monstrous 
hole in their books when they swept to 
power - to sell off the 407 in the late 
‘90s. The 99-year lease was then one of 
the largest privatization deals on the 
continent. 

The Liberals, after nearly a decade of 
red ink, are in a similar bind. If Ontario 
returns to black in another two years, 
as forecast, its debt will have doubled 
during 10 years to a staggering $325 
billion. The Liberals can't blame the 
recession. The downturn ended nearly 
six years ago. Their spending has only 
gone north. Ready cash is the ultimate 
seduction here.

Town decides to drop prayer 
in wake of court decision

The Supreme Court’s rul¬ 
ing that prayers cannot be 
recited before municipal 
council meeting is having a 
local effect - the long-stand¬ 
ing tradition in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake has already been 
dropped. 

The court released its rul¬ 
ing last week — an 8-1 deci¬ 
sion on a complaint filed by 
a Sageunay, Que. resident 
who felt his freedom of reli¬ 
gion was violated when a 
prayer was recited before 
elected officials held a pub¬ 
lic meeting in that city. 

The court agreed the prac¬ 
tice infringed on freedom of 
conscience and religion and 
was a violation of the Charter 
of Rights. 

The custom of reciting a 
prayer prior to meetings var¬ 
ies among Niagara’s munici¬ 
palities, from invocations to 


having no prayer recited at 
all. 

Until Monday, NOTL coun¬ 
cil meetings opened with an 
invocation. Until October 
2013, it was called a prayer, 
but in a review of the town’s 
procedural bylaw, council 
voted to change the name of 
the opening words, although 
not the words themselves. 

Friday, Lord Mayor Pat 
Darte said he expected the 
subject of the prayer would 
be discussed at Monday’s 
council meeting, but before 
that debate took place, Town 
staff notified councillors it 
would be dropped, at least 
for now, on advice of the 
Town lawyer. 

Councillors have tradition¬ 
ally taken turns saying it but 
two, Martin Mazza and Jamie 
King, asked in 2013 to have 
their names taken off the 
rotation. 

"I don’t say the opening 
prayer. I haven’t for about 
two years,” said Mazza Friday,

$200,000 war fund to be set 
aside to defend Official Plan

There were two dissent¬ 
ing votes at Monday's 
council meeting, but the 
majority of council agreed 
the Town should start a 
war chest of $200,000 to 
fight potential Ontario 
Municipal Board appeals 
with some of the money 
from the almost $1 million 
surplus in the 2014 operat¬ 
ing budget 

It was a suggestion of 
Councillor Betty Disero's 
last week, as a way of send¬ 
ing a clear message that 
the town is willing and 
able to defend its Official 
Plan. 

“It’s a way of saying we 
support the thoughtful 
decisions we make and 
have some money put 
aside for future appeals.” 

Councillors Paolo Miele 
and Martin Mazza both 
voted against the motion, 
suggesting it didn’t make 


good business sense. 

Mazza said he'd sooner 
see the money spent on 
paying off the town debt or 
given back to taxpayers. 

“Our residents have 
been billed $1 million too 
much,” he said. 

“They deserve it back.” 

He suggested that with 
increased revenue coming 
from the Glendale outdoor 
mall in 2015, the money 
should be available to fund 
OMB appeals if necessary. 

The total budget surplus 
amounts to $963,664. Staff 
reported that it was the 
result of various factors 
including increased tax 
revenues, more planning 
application fees, a hydro 
fund dividend and less 
money than budgeted for 
staffing. 

Staff recommended that 
$400,000 of the surplus be 
allocated to a new capital 
reserve fund for bridge 
and culvert infrastructure 
projects. 

“Road improvements, 


future facilities and build¬ 
ing stabilization reserves 
are in a deficit position," 
staff reported and recom¬ 
mended that part of the 
surplus be used to clear 
these small deficits with 
the rest of the money going 
into capital reserves. 

Coun. John Wiens 
agreed with Disero. "Its a 
good fund to have in our 
pockets, ready to go, to 
send that message that 
we’re ready to stand up for 
what we believe in." 

Coun. King also sup¬ 
ported the motion, saying 
that he hears often of the 
expense of going to the 
OMB. 

“You could make the 
argument that it’s too cost¬ 
ly not to go to the OMB,” 

“We’ve heard loud and 
clear that the community 
wants us to defend our 
Official Plan. I think it’s a 
good idea to have a war 
fund to defend it if we

This will almost certainly be the case 
when the pipeline of new drugs for 
neurodegenerative diseases comes on 
stream in the near future. 

It's a matter of the wise allocation of 
resources. 

Sometimes in trying to cut costs, 
peripheral centers do exactly the wrong 
thing - one example of which was cut¬ 
ting out the local hospital in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, this at a time when more 
sensible health care systems in Europe 
are doing exactly the opposite - build¬ 
ing or restoring local hospitals to do 
exactly what our local hospital did so 
well for so many years. 

The recent stroke studies highlight 
the question of priorities in the health 
care system and how the financial and 
staff pies might be better spent. 

Peripheral health care facilities will 


never have the critical mass of per¬ 
sonal and other resources to take on 
the many jobs tertiary care centers do 
so well and the latter need those 

mandate, as they should in my view. 

Local hospitals and other resources 
should do what they can realistically 
do well and work symbiotically with 
tertiary care centers - not compete 
with them, to everyone’s loss. 

Dr. Bill Brown was head of neurology 
at the University Hospital in London 
before moving to Tufts University and 
the New England Medical Centre in 
Boston, MA. He now lives in NOTL and 
is a professor of medicine in neurology 
at McMaster University. He has been 
active in research for more than 30 
years and has several books to his cred¬ 
it, and recently has dedicated his spare 
time to improving the awareness of the 
NOTL public on many health issues.

Teachers’ unions in 
Ontario remain angered by 
contracts and wage freezes 
imposed on them three 
years ago by the province.

James Ryan, president of 
the Ontario English 
Catholic Teachers' 
Association, said his union 
is in the process of con¬ 
ducting a strike vote this 
week.

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Niagara high schools fare decently in Fraser rankings

A think tank’s report card 
is showing some improve¬ 
ment in Niagara’s high 
schools. 


Peter Cowley, director of 
school performance stud¬ 
ies at The Fraser Institute, 
said the percentage of 
schools that has shown sta¬ 
tistically significant 
improvement over the last 
five years, at four out of 27, 


is quite good. 

“And the number of 
schools showing statisti¬ 
cally significant decline — 
only one — is encouraging," 
added Cowley, who is also 
the report’s co-author. 

The Institute's “Report 
Card on Ontario’s 
Secondary Schools 2015” 
ranks 749 secondary 
schools in the province, 
using data from provincial 
standardized literacy and 

Released Sunday, it uses 
“key academic indicators” 
based on a school’s average 
in Grade 9 Education 
Quality and Accountability 
office math test and the 
percentage of students who 
pass a Grade 10 literacy 

The institute also looks at 
other data that includes the 
gap in results between girls 
and boys. 

Not all schools met 
Fraser’s EQAO criteria to 
be included. 

Niagara schools are 
about average relative to all 
the schools in the rank¬ 
ings. 

The average overall rat¬ 
ing for the 27 high schools 
in the 2013/2014 ranking is 
6.2, compared to average 
for all schools in Ontario of 
6.0. 

Cowley adds Catholic 
high schools in the area, 
with an overall rating of 6.9 
as a group, "considerably 
outperform the schools 
operated by the public 
board in each of the last 
five years.” 

The highest ranked in 
Niagara was Sir Winston 
Churchill in St. Catharines, 
which placed 119 out of 749 
schools in Ontario, result¬ 
ing in a score of 7.6/ 10 in 
2013/14. 

Blessed Trinity in 
Grimsby was No. 2, for an 


overall rating last year of 
7.5 

Eden and E.L. Crossley 
were tied at third, or 7.4 

The lowest ranked is St. 
Catharines Collegiate at 
701st place, or a rating of 
3.0 — but that also repre¬ 
sents an improvement over 
an overall rating of 2.4 over 
the last five years. 

Over five most recent 
years, the fastest improving 
schools are Fort Erie, then 
Beamsville and Saint 
Michael in Niagara Falls.

The fastest declining over 
that time was Saint Paul in 
the Falls, said the report 

Highest ranked in the 
province was Minto, a 
Francophone Catholic 
trades-based school in 
Ottawa, which scored a 
perfect 10. 

The DSBN was, as usual, 
highly critical of the Fraser 
rankings. 

Helen McGregor, super¬ 
intendent of education, 
said The DSBN “funda¬ 
mentally disagrees with the 
Fraser report and the rank¬ 
ing of schools.” 

“The Fraser report mis¬ 
uses EQAO data and does 
nothing to promote under¬ 
standing of the work that 


occurs in schools,” 
McGregor said. 

“School rankings do not 
help parents understand 
circumstances that affect 
achievement, school 
trends, or how learning can 
be improved,” she said. 

“We do not recommend 
parents make decisions 
based on the report’s find¬ 
ings.” 

McGregor said even the 
Fraser Institute advises 
parents against choosing a 
school based on their 
report card. 

She said the Institute also 
states that academics 
“should be complemented 
by effective programs in 
areas of school activity not 
measured by the report 

To develop a fuller under¬ 
standing of everything a 
school has to offer, “we rec¬ 
ommend parents have dis¬ 
cussions with the principal, 
teachers and other par¬ 
ents," she said. 

Niagara Catholic educa¬ 
tion director John Crocco 
was also critical. 

"I do not place any value 
in ranking schools,” Crocco 
said. 

"It’s not a way for parents 
or guardians to choose an 
education for a child — 
spend time in the school.. 
talk to the staff, students, 
other parents. 

“(Find out) how they are 
succeeding in their pro¬ 
grams and services." 

Crocco said the Fraser 
Institute “uses the EQAO 
data in a way it was not 
meant to be used ... there 
are a number of factors and 
indicators to track student 
and school success, not just 
standardized test scores. 

“We believe students 
succeed, regardless of 
where they are located in 
our system.”

Born in east Toronto 67 
years ago, she remains a 
radiant lady who contin¬ 
ues her lifelong love affair 
with Egypt — a subject, 
she confesses, gripped her 
at a very young age. 

"I used to go down to the 
ROM every weekend and 
walk around until my feet 
were bleeding,” she says. “I 
would sit on the floor and 
copy all the hieroglyphs off 
the wall. I remember one 
really thrilling day as a 
young teenager when I 
found the name Metjetji 


and realized I could actu¬ 
ally read a little bit.” 

Surprisingly, she was 
deterred from her dream 
profession by a guidance 
counsellor who dismissed 
it as 'stupid' and not some¬ 
thing that could ever make 
her a living. Instead, she 
went on to become a 
drama and high school 
teacher for Chatham-Kent, 
York, North York and 
Toronto boards of educa- 

It was only after her son 
was born that she redis¬ 
covered her true calling 
and returned to University 


of Toronto to attain a mas¬ 
ter of arts degree in 
Egyptology as a mature 

“I thought if I was good, 
the museum just might let 
me dust the coffins or 
something.” 

But that’s all history 
now. After almost 25 years 
as the ROM’s most popular 
teacher, she is immensely 
proud of the institution 
and its many contributions 
to historical preservation, 
study and education. 

“The ROM was one of 
the first museums in the 
world to take the study of

mummies very seriously," 
she says. “The mummy of 
Djedmaatesankh was one 
of the first to get a proper 
modern CT scan — and we 
are now continuing that 
work with other mummies 
who are more obscure but 
I think deserve the atten- 

Gibson also lights up at 
the mention of another 
museum close to her 

“I used to go to Niagara 
every year to see this 
astonishing old museum. 
It had an amazing collec¬ 
tion with rare fossils, 
Samurai armour and these 
rare animals and birds pre¬ 
served more than 150 years 
ago, many of which are 
now extinct. There was 
also a mummy there that I 
often wondered about.” 


"He looked like a mem¬ 
ber of Ramses the Great’s 
family, and the more I 
studied him, the more I 
thought he might really be 
a royal person. I began to 
call him 'Ramses for luck.' 

Gibson turned her inter¬ 
est in the mummy's origins 
into a lecture and an arti¬ 
cle for KMT, the Journal of 
Modern Egyptology, sug¬ 
gesting he was most likely 
a Ptolemaic priest but sup¬ 
porting the possibility he 
could be Ramses I. 

When the Niagara muse¬ 
um was sold in the late 
1990s, Gibson was consul¬ 
tant to the buyer William 
Jamieson and helped sell 
the coffins and mummies 
to the Michael C. Carlos 
Museum of Emory at 
Atlanta. 

It was in Atlanta that the

positive identification of 
the mummy as Ramses the 
I was made, and the great 
Pharaoh was triumphantly 
returned home to Luxor. 

Gibson will pay her 
respects to Ramses during 
her January 2016 tour to 
Egypt. With more than 20 
trips to the Egypt under 
her belt, she is certain April 
26 to bring an insider's 
view of all the pyramids 
and temples, along with 
the rarely-visited sites of 
Middle Egypt. 

“Ancient history helps 
open up the world to us,” 

“These ancient people 
managed quite well with¬ 
out iPhones and comput¬ 
ers, writing wonderful 
poetry and building nifty 
things like pyramids... So I 
think they remind us that 
the human race is bigger 
and more interesting than 
our little lives here in 
Ontario.”

Tour of schools 
helping build 
enthusiasm

Niagara Advance 

Students at S. Michael 
Catholic School in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
were introduced to Pachi 
the Porcupine Friday, and 
learned about the Pan 
and Parapan American 
games coming to Ontario 
this summer. 

They discovered the 
young porcupine loves to 
dance, and swimming 
and baseball are among 
his favourite sports. 

The rainbow-quilled 
official mascot of the 
international 2015 games, 
which are held every four 


years with athletes 
attending from 41 coun¬ 
tries ( he sports one quill 
for each country), is mak¬ 
ing his way across Ontario 
with an entourage of 
spokespeople and per¬ 
formers, teaching kids 
some basic facts about 
the game. 

In a half-hour interac¬ 
tive presentation that 
included two short videos 
and a brief trivia quiz, St. 
Michael students learned 
that the games will bring 
about 10,000 athletes, 
officials and coaches to 
Ontario to compete in 51 
sports, and that not all 
the competitions will be 
held in Toronto - the row¬ 
ing will be next door, in 
St. Catharines, they were 
told. 

Pachi's tour hit the road 
in September 2013, and 
will wrap up this month 


after visiting about 400 
schools. 

But the affable mascot 
will continue to be active 
- he will accompany the 
torch relay when it reach¬ 
es Toronto from Mexico 
at the end of May and 
begins its journey to 130 
municipalities, carried by 
more than 3,000 torch- 
bearers. 

His job will be to inter¬ 
act with the crowds that 
turn out for the relay, says 
Rosie Cossar, one of 
Pachi's helpers on the 

The goal of the school 
visits is to teach students 
about the games, under¬ 
stand why and where they 
occur, and build their 
enthusiasm for watching 
them on TV, attending 
where possible and visit¬ 
ing local cultural events 
that are planned to coin¬ 


cide with the competi¬ 
tions, said Cossar. 

"He’s also helping to
